BEHIND CLOSED DOORS 


Should national conventions continue to be staged as popular 
spectacles or be conducted as solemn conclaves immune from the 
influences and annoyances associated with the presence of enthu­ 
siastic and disorderly aggregations of citizens who, in such circum­ 
stances, so frequently exemplify the mob spirit? 
This is not an idle question. Other conventions, both Demo­ 
cratic and Republican, in times past have surprised and astonish­ 
ed the nation and the world by the turmoil and unseemliness of 
their conduct and procedure. But the present Democratic gather­ 
ing, in this respect, unquestionably has surpassed anything of its 
kind in the annals of political party history. 
The business of selecting a presidential candidate and the 
preparation of a platform of party principles should be consider­ 
ed a most grave and serious matter. Perhaps the majority of dele­ 
gates and leaders wTio attend conventions realize this. 
They 
probably sincerely deprecate all disregard for proper dignity, all 
interferences and delays caused by thronging outsiders in galler­ 
ies and in the aisles of the assembly room. 
But precedent has 
permitted this sort of thing until now. 
Many times Chairman Walsh has had his patience more than 
tried during the progress of the present meeting. He has been 
compelled to ask the aid of the police in the restoration of order; 
he has threatened to remove the convention to another city un­ 
less its proper business could proceed without mob interruption; 
he has had to condemn resentfully discourteous interruption of 
speakers by skqualls, whistles, cries and jeers from spectators ex­ 
hausting physical energy sorely needed in the exercise of his legi­ 
timate and proper functions as presiding officer. 
This great country cannot afford to have its major parties 
making exhibition of lights, riot, disregard of all amenities proper 
to the occasions when prospective leaders of the republic are to 
be chosen in national assembly.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
